“POLICE MAKE ARREST 


Yim Chun and Cheung Wai-lam, 
a Chinese man and woman, both 
. 25 years old, were found stabbed 

- to death by a dagger on the third 

floor of No. 211, Lai Chi Kok 

Road, between 2 am. and 4 

a.m. to-day. ; : 

_A brother of the deceased, Yim 

Hai, 18 years old, unemployed, 

made a report to the Shamshuipo 

Police Station that at dbout 2 

o'clock ,he was awakened by ‘a 

woman's cry “Save life,” coming 
" from the rearcubicle of hts home. 

He went to render assistance, 
but found the door locked. After 
forcing the lock, he entered and 
found his brother, and the woman, 
* who had been staying with him.for 

two-months, stabbed, both in the 

same place, just above the heart, 

His brother was lying on the 

floor, while the woman was on the 
bed. ‘ 

OPEN WINDOW 
- The window | was open, and, 
apparently the murderer had es- 
caped by that means into ‘the street. 

Shortly ufter the report of the 
myrder, Lance Serg, Davies found 
Keurig: Chi-pan’ aged’ about 36, 
‘lylng in an alley at the back of 
the house, unable to walk, Ques- 
tioned as to what had happened, 
he stated that there had been a 
fire, but was unable to say where, 

and was taken into custody, 

PRISONER IDENTIFIED 

Yin Hai, who reported the mur- 

ders, recognised the prisoner aa a 
man with whom thé woman had 
been staying before coming to live 
with deceased, He had, on several 
“occasions, made attempts to lure 
the woman away from his brother, 
he stated. : 

It is alleged that Keung entered 
the cubicle by a rope hanging from 
. the roof, and later attempted to 

escape by the snme method, but fell 

into the alley below, hurting his 
foot, 

He was removed to the Kowloon 

Hospital, but no definite informa- 

tion as to the extent of his i injuries
